This  is  the  !954  Report  of  the  Vital  Statistics  Division  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  is  the  50th 
report  published  since  the  establishment  of  the  Province. 

The  report  shows  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  a small 
increase  in  marriages  and  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths.  The  birth 
rate  is  the  second  highest  in  the  Dominion,  the  marriage  rate  the  highest 
and  the  death  rate  the  lowest.  There  is  a decrease  in  deaths  from 
communicable  diseases,  and  especially  Poliomyelitis,  Influenza  and  Pneu- 
monia. A slight  increase  is  shown  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Heart 
Disease  and  Cancer. 


POPULATION 

The  population  of  the  Province  for  the  year  1954  has  been  estimated 
by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  as  1,039,000.  All  rates  in  this  re- 
port are  therefore  based  on  that  figure. 

BIRTHS 

There  were  33,593  children  born  to  residents  of  the  Province  during, 
1954,  an  increase  of  2,217  over  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  being 
32.3  per  1,000  population.  Of  the  total  births  17,394  were  males,  16,199 
were  females,  the  ratio  being  1,073  males  to  each  1,000  females.  Multiple 
births  comprised  380  sets  of  twins  and  3 sents  of  triplets.  Illigitimate  births 
numbered  1 ,562,  being  4.6  percent  of  all  live  births. 

The  number  of  births  to  residents  of  the  four  large  cities  are  as  follows: 
Edmonton  7,269,  Calgary  4,774,  Lethbridge  898,  Medicine  Hat  522.  Dur- 
ing the  year  966  Legal  Adoptions  were  filed,  858  Delayed  Registrations 
of  Birth  completed,  258  Legal  Changes  of  surname  and  568  changes  in 
Christian  names  were  filed.  The  births  of  79  children  were  legitimated  by 
the  subsequent  marriage  of  the  parents.

DIVORCES 

Final  Decrees  of  Divorces  granted  during  the  year  numbered  608,  be- 
ing 5 more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Four  Decrees  of  Nullity  were  also 
granted. 
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MARRIAGES 


There  were  9,960  marriages  registered  during  the  year,  being  166 
less  than  the  previous  year  and  505  more  than  the  average  of  the  preced- 
ing five  years.  The  marriage  rate  of  9.6  per  1,000  population  is  the  high- 
est in  Canada.  Of  the  Bridegrooms  138  were  18  years  of  age  or  under, 
4,891  were  between  the  ages  of  19  and  24  and  20  were  75  years  old  or 
over.  Of  the  Brides  296  were  I 6 years  of  age  or  under,  6,862  were  between 
the  ages  of  17  and  24  years  and  6 were  75  years  or  over.  Nine  thousand 
and  ninety-nine  of  the  Grooms  were  bachelors,  370  were  widowers  and 
491  were  divorced.  Eight  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Fifty  of  the  Brides 
were  spinsters,  529  widows  and  481  divorced.  The  number  of  marriages 
in  the  four  large  cities  were  as  follows:  Edmonton  2,899,  Calgary  2,093, 
Lethbridge  405,  Medicine  Hat  279.  The  Marriage  rate  for  Canada,  the 
Provinces  and  certain  other  countries  were  as  follows:

DEATHS 

There  were  7,520  deaths  registered  during  the  year,  301  of  these 
were  Indians.  The  total  deaths  comprise  4,778  males  and  2,742  females. 
There  were  126  deaths  less  than  the  previous  year  and  the  rate  is  7.2  per 
1,000  population  as  compared  with  7.6  for  1953.  At  the  time  of  death 
665  males  and  545  females  were  80  years  of  age  and  over. 

The  number  of  deaths  to  residents  of  the  Four  large  cities  were  as 
follows:  Edmonton  1,416,  Calgary  1,342,  Lethbridge  190,  Medicine  Hat 
174.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  these  cities  were  as 
lows:  Edmonton  1,913,  Calgary  1,480,  Lethbridge  262,  Medicine  Hat  208.

Diseases  of  the  Heart  again  was  the  chief  cause  of  death  and  ac- 
counted for  2,345  deaths  as  compared  with  2,274  for  the  previous  year. 
The  rate  being  225.7  per  100,000  population  compared  with  227.0  for 
the  previous  year. 

Cancer  deaths  increased  to  1,164  from  1,129  for  the  previous  year, 
the  rates  being  I 12.0  and  I 12.7  respectively. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  all  forms,  numbered  63  and  includes  16 
Indians.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  caused  45  deaths  and  of  these  10  were 
Indians.  The  rate  for  Tuberculosis,  all  forms,  being  6.0  per  100,000  popula- 
tion. 

Poliomyelitis  deaths  declined  sharply  from  last  year's  total  of  108 
to  28.  Influenza  from  33  to  14  and  Pneumonia,  all  forms,  from  324  to  253. 

Violent  and  accidental  deaths  totaled  746  comprising  deaths  from  210 
Motor  Vehicle  accidents,  204  traffic  accidents,  66  transport  accidents,  24 
accidental  poisonings,  102  accidental  falls,  33  accidents  caused  by  machin- 
ery, 37  accidents  caused  by  fire  and  explosion  of  combustible  material,  6 
accidents  caused  by  hot  substances,  corrosive  liquid,  steam  and  radiation. 
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15  accidents  caused  by  firearnns,  37  accidental  drowings,  93  all  other 
accidents,  107  suicides,  15  homicides  and  injury  resulting  from  operations 
of  war  I .

INFANT  DEATHS 

The  number  of  children  who  died  under  one  year  of  age  numbered 
882,  a decrease  of  48  from  the  previous  year.  Five  hundred  and  ten 
were  males  and  372  females.  Of  the  total  deaths  558  were  under  the  age 
of  28  days.  The  infant  death  rate  is  26  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared 
with  30  for  the  previous  year.

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DIVISIONS  OF  ALBERTA  FOR  CENSUS  AND  VITAL 
STATISTICS  PURPOSES 

As  the  Province  of  Alberta  is  not  divided  into  Counties,  and  the 
political  divisions  are  not  permanently  fixed,  it  has  been  found  advisable 
to  use  smaller  areas,  the  Dominion  Census  Divisions. 

The  Province  is  divided  into  17  census  divisions.  These  divisions  are 
further  subdivided  into  organized  municipal  areas.  These  municipal  areas, 
which  were  each  originally  within  the  boundaries  of  a single  census 
division,  have  been  reorganized  by  the  Provincial  authorities  into  larger 
units,  and  now,  in  many  cases,  part  of  the  new  municipality  or  improve- 
ment district  is  in  one  census  division  and  part  in  another. 

The  following  table  shows  the  census  divisions  divided  into  municipali- 
ties, improvement  districts,  cities,  towns  and  villages  with  the  1951  and 
1941  division  population  figures.
